Fred B. Lee, adm inistrator of civil aeronau tics, 
has annou nced plans for the nation’s first all 
radar airway. It will be established between 
Boston and Norfolk , Va. 
What it m eans is that every mile of the rou te 
will be watched on rad ar screens and every 
flight will be gu arded by the watchfu l eye and 
the precise instru ction of Civil Aeronau tics sta­ 
tions. Unqu estionably it will greatly redu ce the 
accidents of flight that resu lt from the less de­ 
pendable radio. 


For Flying Safety 


The Boston-Norfolk installation will be a pilot 
stu dy and from it by m ilitary and civil aero­ 
nau tics co-operation radar coverage of other 
parts of the nation will be developed for the du al 
pu rpose of civilian and m ilitary secu rity. 
A m erican com m ercial flying has achieved a 
good safety record, bu t the qu est of .secu rity can­ 
not end u ntil all preventable accidents have been 
elim inated. 
It is only logical that radar be­ 
longs to peace as mu ch as to w ar and in safe­ 
gu arding plane travel it will be serving one of 
its greatest u ses.

P erhaps the greatest error of that tim e was 
an attitu de of patience, drifting into one of com­ 
plaint, and finally into one of rebellion. There 
w as an absence of a will to m eet the problem 
head-on with constru ctive thou ght and action. 
It was a drift. 


It will do little good to wait and worry. The 
agricu ltu ral com m u nity owes it to itself and to 
the nation to pu blish its real problem s and to 
participate in the constru ctive think ing toward 
a rem edy.

They have thou sands of post-war tank s and jet 
fighter planes that are su rplu s by Soviet stand­ 
ards bu t in A-I shape for A rab u se. 
They have

Indochina, or tVirmosa—some 4,000 to 6,(MK) of 
these planes that are no m atch for the newest 
Soviet jet fighters bu t wou ld plea.se any Arab 
pilot or defense chief.

Government crop observers re­ 
ported Tuesday that virtually all of 
Nebrask a’s fall-planted wheat has' 
now been seeded and the crop 
made "m ark ed improvement" last 
week . 


Only where soil is still too wet 
has seeding been held up, although 
planting has averaged 
about' a 
week later than usual. 
The rye crop, also planted in the 
fall, made similar good improve­ 
ment and the outlook for rye pas­ 
ture is good, according to the 
week ly review by the State Fed­ 
eral Division of Agricultural Sta­ 
tistics. 
Some corn may turn out a lot 
better than expected, the report 
indicated. 
Some Good 


“ Yields will range from failure 
over much of the dry land areas 
to yields that are above expecta­ 
tions in other areas," the review 
said. 
Husk ing has started but moisture 
content is still too high for crib­ 
bing in some area.s. Most corn had 
matured before the first k illing 
fro.st Oct. 7. 
More than two third.s 
of 
the 
counties now have ample surface 
moisture but subsoil moisture re­ 
mains generally short except in 
the panhandle. 
Other cr(^ report observations: 
Harvest of dry edible beans in 
western Nebrask a was about 75 
per cent complete as of last week ­ 
end. Harvesting of late potatoes 
and sugar beets has started and 
both crops are promi.sing. 
Pa.sture has improved in south­ 
ern -Nebrask a and late September 
rains softened range feed in the 
Sandhills.. Alfalfa has fhade satis­ 
factory growth for this time of 
year.

The red clover seed crop of 
2.700.000 pounds is three times last 
year’s production and more than 
.■>0 per cent above the average. 
Sweet clover seed production of 
5.400.000 pounds tops last year’s 
yield by nearly two millidn pounds. 
Reports aslo indicate good yields 
of an increased acreage of alfalfa 
left for seed. 
About 60 per cent of Uie counties 
report ample feed grains but only 
a few report a surplus, A 
coun­ 
ties have enough pasture and most 
o fthe Sandhills area reports suf­ 
ficient range feed. 
September a v e r a g e d slightly 
warmer and w-etter than normal. 
Moderate to heavy rains v.-ere fre­ 
quent after the 18th and practically 
all the rain went into the ground.

Drought Damage l^mains Unchanged

The Department of Agriculture’s 
Oct. 1 crop forecast indicated that 
the drought damage to Nebraska’s 
corn has been pretty well meas­ 
ured—the estimate of a 154 bushel 
per acre 104,16 0,000 bushel crop 
remaining unchanged from Sept. 1. 
But in contrast to the disparag­ 
ing report on corn th e USDA, 
estimatetl Nebraska’s wheat crop 
would run 25.4 bushels per acre 
and total 79 ,09 0,000 bushels. 
This is about 270,000 bushels 
more than was forecast a month 
ago and presumably represents 
virtually the entire crop since the 
wheat harvest has long since been 
completed. 
Beats 1954 
It beats the 1954 crop of 6 1.200,- 
000 bushels by some eight million 
bushels and tops the 10-year aver­

1 am m erely an adm inistra­ 
to r.” 
Denied Printed Rep orts 
Helfand, a D em ocrat, took ad­ 
v antage of the occasion to deny 
p rinted rep orts that he had toned 
down his inv estigation of the sp ort. 
“ No one has called m e off,” he 
said. “ No one has sp oken to m e— 
no p olitician or anyone else—indi­ 
cating *any dissatisfaction 
w i t h 
w hat is being done or asked m e to 
call off the inv estigation. No one 
(the gov ernor or anyone in m y 
p arty) ev er asked me w hat I was 
doing excep t to say I was doing 
a good job.”

The study, conducted by Sidney 
Henderson, a

business research, was published 
this month under the title, “ In­ 
come in Nebraska by County,” and 
is one of a series of business re­ 
search bulletins. 
Dr, Edgar Z. Palmer, chairman 
of the business re.search depart­ 
ment and under whose diraction 
the study was made, said that the 
county distribution of income has 
remained probably the sam e over 
the past six years. 
He said the year 1949 was used
